It  is  arousing,  If  not  tory  iBBtrnctive,  to 
witness  the  occasional  and  audden  somer- 
saults of  our  members  of  Assomblj.  Ono 
day  an  honorable  gootlomin  proposes  a  mo- 
tion— a  dollar  tax  on  lumber— and  the  next 
launches  philippioa  against  it    Anolhor  gen- 
tleman, not  to  bo  outdone,  goes  id  warmly  for 
•noonraginf  agricultural  productions,  and  ia 
anxious  that  imported  bay  should  pay  an  im- 
post ;  bat  no  Booner  dooa  tho  matter  oome  up 
for  disoussion  than  be  denounces  tba  proposi 
tion,  and  goes  to  prove  that  tho  country  is 
unfit  for  the  cultivation  of  the  articlo.  A 
third  riaos  to  inform  tho  House  that  he  is  in 
his  opinion  as  unchangeable  as  the  laws 
of  tba  Medea  and  Persians,  and  before  he  sits 
down  declares  thtt  circumstances  have  oo 
ourred  which  have  altered  bis  ideaa  on  the 
whole  principle  of  the  proposition.   A  fonrth, 
infected  with  the  same  opidemio,  informe  the 
House  that  bo  cannot  vote  for  a  discriminating 
duty  on  lumber,  as  that  would  interfere  with 
the  free  port,  and  when  an  amendment  is  pro- 
posed to  suit  bis  views,  ooolly  votes  against  it. 
All  this  would  bs  as  amusing  a  pastime  as  the 
honorable  members  oould  indulge  in,  wore 
the  House  of  Assembly  a  place  of  recreation  ; 
but  unfortunately  for  joeularity,  tho  Lower 
branch  of  the  Legislature  is  supposed  to  be  a 
obamber  in  wbioh  (bo  legislative  buainest  oi 
the   oountry  is  transacted.    This  "jumping 
J  im-Crow"  may  afford  food  enough  for  the 
ris  iblo  faoultios,  but  it  sadly  detraots  from  the 
dignity  of  the  Houso.   If  men  will  go  to  the 
Assembly  with  half-formed  or  ill-digested 
opinions  let  them  at  least  show  tho  wisdom 
of  a  olose  mouth,  and  they  will  save  them- 
selves tbe  equivocal  position  of  saying  one 
thing  and  doing  another. 

Tbe  proportion  yesterday  to  put  a  duty  on 
umber  was  negatived,  partly,  we  believe, 
through  tbe  absence  of  the  gentleman  who 
first  introduoed  the  motion  and  partly 
through  tba  mistaken  notion  that  it  was 
breaking  tbe  expressed  stipulation  that  tbe 
free  port  should  not  bo  interfered  with  until 
union  was  consummated.  How  tho  latter 
ides  oould  be  put  forward  as  an  argument  is 
soBOthiog  rather  puzzling  einoo  lnmbor  is 
ono  of  the  few  imported  articlee  which 
form  no  portion  of  our  export  trade. 
If  tbe  House  could  consent  to  the  imposi- 
tion of  a  tax  on  oattle,  with  all  the  disadvan- 
tages of  the  drawback,  it  eould  surely  accept 
a  duty  on  an  imported  articlo,  wbioh  cannot

bo  sold  aa  cheap,  if  not  cheaper,  than  it  is 
now.  Of  tho  vote  against  the  imposition  on 
hay,  decided  by  tho  chairman,  Mr.  Franklin, 
wo  do  not  wish  to  spoak  at  length.  We 
think  at  present  it  was  ill-advised  ;  for  of  all 
periods  in  tbe  htsto.y  of  the  colony  when  the 
farming  interest  required  stimulating,  it  is 
the  present.  It  is  not  merely  in  the  addi- 
tional price  wbieh  tho  agriculturist  may  for 
a  little  time  obtain  for  his  produce,  that  tbe 
benefit  would  accrue,  but  tho  fact  that  tba 
Legislature  was  willing  to  use  every  legiti- 
mate means  to  foster  and  encourage  the  form- 
ing interest  would  infuse  new  vigor  into  those 
who  have  already  settled  on  tho  Island,  and 
induce  others  to  attach  themselves  to  the 
soil.  Like  many  other  good  measures,  how- 
avor,  It  was  lost  through  tbe  non-attondance 
of  oome  of  those  who  were  its  most  ardent 
supporters. 

However  rauoh  wo  are  opposed  to  the 
aotion  of  tho  House  yesterday,  we  aro  glad  to 
see  that  the  debate  brought  out  feelings  of 
ooaciliation  from  both  tho  free  port  and 
anion  supporters.    When  Mr.  Bornaby  ex- 
pressed himself  anxious  to  throw  aside  all 
political  feeling  and  enter  heartily  into  the 
question  of  unioo,  and  when  Mr.  De  Cosmos 
responded  to  that  expression  in  terms  that 
showed  there  was  no  desire  on  the  part  of 
thoso  who  have  opposed  the  free  port  policy, 
to  retain  longer  the  offensive  attitude,  we 
think  a  more  substantial  benefit  was  obtained 
than  oven  an  impost  on  agricultural  produce. 
Everything  can  be  accomplished  by  noily 
Of  purpose;  but  if  the  political  questions 
whioh  have  recently  been  agitating  the  com- 
munity are  to  be  made  sources  of  p  rpctunl 
biekering,  there  will  not  only  be  very  little 
publio  business  done,  but  tho  best  interests  of  J  sheet, 
tho  colony  will  run  the  risk  of  being  sacri- 
ficed.  There  is  nothing  to  be  gained  by 
either  party  keeping  Bp  a  continuous  and 
petty  warfare,  but  auoh  to  lose  on  both  sides 

Mr.  Burnaby,  therefore,  in  coming  forward  to 

aink  aaall  feelings  for  tho  sake  of  tbe  object 

for  whioh  both  parties  are  now  energetically 

striving,    has   adopted    a    eourso  that 

will  be  endorsed  by  men  of  all  opinions.

Mr.  DeCosmoa  aaid  be*  bad  been  intrusted 
with  a  petition,  signed  by  some  two  h 
of  tbe  inhabitants  of  Victoria,  praying 
Houae  to  impoae  a  duty  of  SI  on  every  door 
imported  into  the  colony,  and  S25  on  every 
wagon  or  carriage.  The  list  of  name*  was 
headed  by  Thomas  Harris,  Mayor,  and  in- 
cluded a  large  number  ot  respectable  names. 
The  petition  was  laid  on  tbe  table. 

WATS  AND  MEANS. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means.  Mr.  Franklin  in  Ihe  chair. 

Mr.  Helracken  gave  notice  that  be  would 
move  at  a  future  day  that  a  tax  of  8100  be 

LVXIIUR  TAX. 

The  motion  of  Dr.  Helmoken  for  a  tax  of 
81  per  thousand  on  imported  lumber  was  first 
taken  up. 

Dr.  Helmcken  said  after  the  mode  in  which 
a  protective  tax  bad  been  placed  on  oattle, 
he  would  not  make  any  motion  whatever  on 
lumber.   There  was  another  notioe  of  mo 
tioo,*however,  on  the  tabic. 

Mr.  Duncan's  motion  for  a  tax  of  S3  per 
thousand  on  lumber  was  then  taken  np. 

Mr.  DeCosmoa  said  in  this  matter  ot  levy- 
ing and  increasing  permits  on  articles  im 
ported,  be  could  not  see  that  it  interfered  in 
the  slightest  with  the  trade  nf  the  plaoe.  On 
proposing  a  poll-tax  on  cattle,  he  did  not 
contemplate  going  any  further  than  a  tax  on 
lumber,  and  that  only  on  auch  lumber  as  we 
produced  in  the  country.  He  therefore  would 
suggest  that  a  permit  of  SI  per  thousand  on 
all  pine  lumber  be  levied.  He  would  disap- 
prove of  a  higher  rate  than  that. 

Mr.  Burnaby  said  that  the  different  parties 
were  now  endeavoring  to  uuite  their  polioy, 
and  taw  tome  prospeot  in  the  future,  and  wo 
should  endeavor  to  avoid  breaking  up  a  sys- 
tem which  we  may  find  it  advisable  to  main 
tain.    We  might  call  tbe  tax  on  atook  or  oat 
tie  a  permit,  but  it  was  virtually  ■  tariff;  and 
for  all  the  small  revenue  we  could  sxpeet  to 
obtain  from  these  imports,  it  was  hardly 
worth  while  involving  ourselves  in  a  polioy 
which  might  complicate  the  great  issue  on 
which  we  were  gradually  becoming  uuited. 
He  would  therefore  opp'so  any  tax  on  lumber 
at  present. 

Dr.  Helmoken  said  bis  only  idea  in  pro- 
posing a  tax  of  SI  per  thousand  on  lumber 
was  to  aid  our  own  mills.  He  was  opposed 
to  any  approach  whatever  to  protection,  and 
be  feared  by  the  course  now  being  taken  by 
the  House  a  policy  of  Protection  was  being 
initiated 

Mr.  M'Clure  said  the  views  of  the  bon. 
gentleman  came  too  lato;  he  should  have 
brought  them  forward  when  the  cattle  tax 
wae  up.  The  House  waa already  committed 
to  the  principle.  (Hear,  hear.)  Tbe  lux  on 
lumber  waa  simply  ono  to  protect  and  build 
up  our  mills  and  aid  our  own  people.  Ii  wc 
intended  to  build  up  a  foreign  country  and  to 
drive  away  our  own  population,  the  sooner 
we  let  them  know  it  the  better. 

Dr.  Tolmie  aaid  the  imports  ol  stock  to 
Cowiohan  and  Comox  had  been  gradually  in- 
creasing, ao  tho  hoc  gentleman  need  not 
alarm  himself  about  the  population  goiog 
away.  He  would  remind  the  bon.  gentle- 
men that  until  Union  waa  secured,  we  ware 
pledged  to  preserve  tbe  free  port.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr.  Franklin,  in  alluding  to  this  lumber 
tax  aside  from  tbe  free  port  question,  said  it 
would  be  impolitic  to  restrict  lumber  from 
coming  ioto  the  country,  as  by  that  maana 
farmera  were  enabled  to  construct  cheaper 
houses  and  fences,  and  so  get  their  land  under 
cultivation. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  entirely  agreed  with  tbe 
view  of  the  hoo.  juoior  member  for  Metcbosio 
(Mr.  Burnaby)  that  we  should  endeavor  to 
obtain  unanimity  between  tbe  different  parties 
bare  in  order  to  secure  one  great  end.  ( Hear, 
hear,)  Aa  to  the  views  of  the  bon.  senior 
member  for  Metohosin  (Dr.  Helmcken)  be 
could  not  see  why  tbe  original  notioe  of  the 
boo.  gentleman  for  a  lax  of  Si  per  thousand 
on  lumber,  in  order  to  aid  our  own  mills, 
ahould  not  be  levied.  Tbe  tax  could  not 
possibly  interfere  in  any  way  with  our  free 
port.  The  present  system  of  permits  was 
nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  tariff,  although 
at  an  extremely  low  rate,  and  ha  could  not 
see  that  raising  this  permit  a  little  would 
alter  tba  present  siata  of  affaire.

Mr.  McClure  rose  to  move  that  $5  pel  ton 
on  bay  be  imposed.  He  nrged  tbe  necessity 
of  doing  something  to  protect  and  encour- 
age our  farmers.  Although  prices  for  agri- 
cultural produoe  leat  year  bad  been  high  and 
were  atill  high,  yet  there  wea  no  certainty 
about  them,  and  this  year  might  see  our 
markets  overstocked  with  productions  from 
the  Sound.  At  the  present  time  when  farm- 
ers were  preparing  te  cow  tbeir  crop*  it  waa 
doubly  necessary  tbat  they  abould  be  en- 
couraged. Suoh  an  impoat  aa  be  proposed 
would  induce  numbers  who  bad  settled  upon 
the  land  and  were  new  discontented  to  go 
vigorously  to  work.  Instead  of  men  in  the 
outlying  distriots  being  driven  to  deerstalk- 
ing and  othsr  permits  more  In  keeping  with 
the  hooter  than  the  farmer,  they  woald  settle 
down  to  agricultural  vocations  and  become 
permanent  producers  of  wealth.  The  oolooy 
wanted,  at  tbe  present  time,  a  stimulus  to 
home  produoiions.  and  unlets  something  of 

!lUiSs^ 
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the  country  would  be  obliged  to  leave.  So 
far  as  this  arliole  of  hay  wae  cooeerned,  the 
importations  last  year  emounted  almost  to 
813,000.  It  waa  acaroely  necessary  to  sey 
tbat  this  was  ao  important  item  to  a  popula- 
tion like  tbat  at  present  on  Vancouver  Ia. 
land,  and  he  thought  it  was  equally  unneces- 
sary to  tell  boo.  membera  tbat  Ibe  whole  of 
the  hay  importations  could  be  with  very  little 
trouble  raised  by  the  farming  population. 

Mr.  Franklin  said  a  great  deal  of  the  hay 
imported  was  re-exported  to  British  Col- 
umbia. 

Di.  Tolmie  had  been  a  farmer  for  many 
yeara  on  tbe  Island,  and  he  woald  say  that 
no  industrious  farmer  need  become  a  deer- 
stalker.   (Hear,  bear.)    Deerstalkers  were 

so  from  ohoioe,  not  from  necessity,  Indus- 
farmers  were  making  fortunes  here. 
Hudson  Bay  Company  were  prepared  aa 
soon  aa  the  aeason  opened  to  export  large 
qoantitiea  of  bay  to  British  Colombia,  but  if 
a  duty  were  pat  on  they  would  want  a  draw- 
back. He  would  oppoee  the  tax  on  bay  at 
present,  believing  that  till  we  obtained 
union  the  free  port  must  be  preserved. 
Union  waa  the  great  necessity,  and  we  must 
have  that  above  all  thinga    ( Hear,  bear.) 

A  discutaion  of  aome  length  here  arose  be- 
tween Dr.  Tolmie  and  Mr.  M'Oiore  on  tbe 
hay  question,  tbe  former  arguiog  tbat  no 
large  quantity  ot  hay  could  be  growa  here 
owing  to  tbe  limited  extent  of  agricultural 
land,  and  tba  Uot  tbat  we  imported  hay  from 
California  and  exported  it  tu  Brilieh  Colum- 
bia showed  that  a  tax  would  interfere  with 
the  free  port. 

Mr.  M'Clure  thought  it  almost  unneces  try 
to  expose  the  gentleman's  fallacies  (laughter). 
Waa  it  not  belter  that  the  oolony  ahould 
grow  the  hay  tbat  it  exported  than  pay  Ca 
ifornia  for  the  ssme  1  As  for  the  boo.  gen 
(lemao's  remarka  about  tbe  inadequate 
amount  of  land  to  raise Stt.000  worth  of  hay, 
they  were  evidently  erroneoas. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  it  only  required  400 
acres  of  land  to  grow  all  the  hay  imported 
laat  year  into  the  country.  He  had  seen 
plenty  of  land  in  Saaniob.  whioh  with  very 
little  aid  from  the  husbandman  would  grow 
all  the  bay  required  for  the  use  of  the  colony, 
aa  well  ae  for  export  to  Britiah  Columbia. 
He  believed  tbat  there  waa  land  enough  in 
this  oolooy  to  grow  all  tbe  bay  required  to 
supply  a  population  of  ten  or  one  hundred 
times  the  present  number. 

Dr.  Tolmie  wished  it  to  be  understood  that 
what  he  said  was  that  the  proportion  of  ag- 
ricultural land  in  the  island  wae  very  small 
indeed,  and  as  for  the  wild  hay  which  could 
be  grown,  it  was  almost  worthleaa. 

Mr.  Coohrane  looked  on  this  question  as  a 
commercial  one.  Tha  quantity  ol  bay  grown 
on  tbi.  island  was  very  limited,  and  he  wtuld 
tberefore  oppose  any  obstaole  being  thrown 
in  the  way  of  importing  hay  from  other 
countries,  and  re-exporting  it  to  Britiah  Col" 
umbia. 

Mr.  Carewell  looked  on  the  tax  on  hay  aa 
one  of  the  beat  And  most  proper  taxes  whioh 
could  be  levied.  He  knew  one  man  wbo 
would  undertake  to  grow  all  the  hay  re- 
quired in  the  country  if  this  duty  of  S5  per 
ton  were  pat  on,  and  he  was  satisfied  that 
many  otbora  woald  go  ioto  the  cultivation  of 
it  if  tbey  bad  any  protection  from  tbe  other 
side.

London,  January  16,  1863. 

PA  RLI AMBNT   AND  POLITICS. 

Parliament  will  meat  on  tbe  7th  of  Feb'y, 
and  it  ia  expected  tbat  tba  Queen — urged  by 
the  constant  complaints  of  tbe  Press  about 
her  isolation — will  open  the  eeseion  in  person. 
Nobody  expects  a  very  stirring  session. 
There  will  be  no  Reform  Bill ;  Ihe  Lord 
Chancellor  will  be  busy  giving  tba  I  a  wen  a 
little  rest  it  is  aaid  this  lime,  while  he  routs 
out  the  unpaid  Magiatracy.  There  will  ba 
aome  sharp  debates  about  University  Reform 
while  tbe  lriah  Cburoh  and  tbe  report  of  the 
Commission  on  Clerical  Sabeoripiion,  will 
also  occupy  attenlioo.  There  are  rumore  that 
Mr.  Gladstone  meditates  meddliog  with  rail* 
ways  aod  insurances,  but  it  ia  soaroely  credi- 
ble tbat  he  intends  to  propose  much  Oovern« 
moot  interference  with  either  tha  one  or  tbe 
other.  Whatever  may  be  the  daficieooies  of 
tbeir  programme,  tbe  Ministry  expect  once 
more  to  ride  off  gloriously  upoa  their  budget. 
Tbe  eingular  elasticity  of  the  revenue  will 
again  plaoa  a  eonaiderabie  aurplua  at  Mr. 
Gladatone's  disposal,  and  reductions  are  ex- 
pected to  be  made  io  tbe  military  services  to 
tbe  amount  of  another  million.  This  econ- 
omy, however,  will  be  exoeroised  rather  in 
reduction  of  the  costs  of  departments  and 
depeta  than  in  any  actual  decreets  of  the  ef- 
fective ctrength  of  tba  aervieea. 

The  argument  for  disarmament  will  be 
much  strengthened  by  tbe  pacific  atti'ude  of 
tbe  French  Kmperor,  who  not  only  declared 
to  tbe  ambassadors  on  New  Tear's  Dey  that 
he  was  all  for  peace,  bat  glv  a  a  guarantee  of 
hia  sincerity  by  allowing  Mr.  Fould,  his  Pi- 
nanoe  Minister,  to  publish  a  peace  budget. 
M.  Fould  in  bis  annual  roport'pn  the  finance, 
like  all  hia  predeoeators,  drives  four  to  band. 
He  deals  with  at  least  four  years  at  once. 
He  begins  with  1S63,  which  onght  by  this 
time  to  bo  left  to  tbe  historians.  He  says 
that  the  deficit  for  Ibat  yrar  will  be  £600.- 
000  leaa  than  was  expected,  that  the  revenue 
and  expenditure  for  1805  will  probably  bal- 
ance— tbat  io  1865  the  expenditure  for  the 
navy  will  be  reduced  by  nearly  a  million 
aterling,  and  for  tho  army  by  £840,000,  and 
laatly,  be  expects  to  have  a  large  surplus  to 
oarry  forward  ioto  1885.  He  really  givee  no 
account*,  and  tbe  one  absolute  faot  lo  be 
made  out  of  bis  statement  is  that  in  1864  the 
expenditure  wae  more  than  £89,000,000, 
leaving  a  deficit  of  five  millions  lo  be  made 
up  by  payments  from  Mexico  aod  oiber  doubt- 
tul  sources.  Mr.  Fould  oonoludes  by  point- 
ing oot  the  source  of  all  the  blessings  ia  the 
shepe  of  reductions  (which  the  nation  will 
find  diSonlt  of  discovery)  namely, "  the  con- 
fidence inspired  by  tbe  Imperial  Government," 
and'  the  "  peaceful  sentiments  with  whioh 
Europe  knows  "  the  Emperor  to  be  animated. 

THB  fori  AND  TBI  POPRDOM. 

Tbe  Pope  baa  kept  the  Old  World  alive 
with  hia  New  Year'a  gift  io  the  ehapo  of  hia 
Eocyolioal  Letter  denouncing  modern  civili- 
zation, scientific  inquiry  and  liberal  opinions. 
He  seems  to  think  he  can  drag  the  world  back 
ioto  the  dark  ages.  Tha  ambassadors  of 
France  and  Austria  protested  urgently 
against  tho  isvue  of  suoh  a  foolish  dooument, 
but  tbe  unfortunate  old  man  and  hit  oardionli 
were  not  to  be  stopped.  Tbe  food  old  Pon- 
tiff evidently  believes  in  all  tbe  olaims  of  the 
Church,  aod  in  the  last  extremity  exprots 
St.  Peter  to  oome  oat  of  heaven  and  fight  for 
him.  Tbe  Frenoh  Government,  following  a 
precedent  in  the  reigo  of  Charlea  X ,  forbade 
the  Romish  Bishops  in  tbeir  dominions  to 
publish  the  Encyclical  or  comment  upon  it 
to  their  flocks.  L  h roe  or  four  prelates  have 
protested  against  this  order,  and  the  Bishop 
of  Moulina  haa  set  the  Government  at  defi- 
ance by  reading  tbe  aotrament  from,  bu  pul- 
pit. The  breach  between  tbe  Holy  Father 
aod  his  eldeat  eon  growa  daily  wiJer.  The 
Encyclical  is  understood  to  have  been  mainly 
intended  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  Emperor,  aad 
the  Popojs  understood  to  have  given  still 


cVkneta.  '  Thou  knowest  what  they 
are,  make  them  what  Then  woaid'st  have 
them  to  be,'  waa  the  prayer  wont  to  be  of* 
fered  by  ao  Edloborgb  minister  for  George 
HI.  aod  hie  family,  tbe  male  membera  of  whioh 
were  at  that  time  beginning  to  dayelope 
their  characters.  Wo  are  quite  thankful  for 
the  Pope's  letter  in  England.  It  |wlil  shot 
the  months  of  the  Papal  party  in  Parl-ameot, 
who  are  always  trying  to  show  that  the 
Roman  and  Neapolitan  governments  were 
moat  blessed  and  paternal,  and  that  the  Pa* 


reaaon,  among  others,  the  accouola 
brought  back  by  Lird  Milton  and  Dr.  Chea- 
dle  of  the  Que  eouotiy  they  passed  over  on 
tbeir  adventurous  passage  arrosa  thai  Rocky 
Mountains  from  the  Hudson's  Bay  Territory 
to  Britiah  Columbia,  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
draw  publio  intention  to  the  importance  and 
feasibility  of  constructing  a  road'  from  Can- 
ada to  British  Columbia. 

AUSTRALIA. 

To  finish  with  colonial  matters— from  Aus- 
tralia we  learn,  as  usual,  tbat  Ibe  eoloniae  are 
electioneering.  In  New  South  Walea  tbey 
are  atill  fighting  the  battle  of  Protection  and 
Free  Trade,  and  from  Victoria  we  have  Ihe 
curious  news  that  women  have  beeti  voting — 
the  last  "  Reform  Bill"  of  that  oolony  having 
unintentionally  conferred  the  right  upon  them 
by  prescribing  that  the  list  of  voters  should 
be  made  ap  from  the  municipal  roll  on  which 
tbe  names  of  all  women  who  pay  rates  appear. 
It  ie  therefore  not  tbe  wivea  but  tbe  spinsters 
and  widows  who  vote.  It  is  said  tbat  tbey 
voted  "  very  well,"  favoiod  educated  candi- 
dates, gave  plumpers,  end  despised  tbe  bal- 
lot, openly  declaring  their  preferences. 

NXW  ZEALAND. 

Things  are  in  an  unsettled  aod  unsatisfac- 
tory state  in  this  colony.  Tbe  natives  are 
atill  threatening,  and  Sir  George  Grey  and 
his  ministsrs  are  quarrelling.  Sir  George  is 
bent  on  pacific  measures,  which  look  very 
weak  while  tbe  ministry  and  the  oolonists 
generally  are  in  favor  of  a  vigoroaa  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war  and  large  coufisoatioo  of  tha 
aalive  lands.
